OTHER  VITAL  STATISTICS. 
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SANITARY  OIROUMS TANGES  OF  TITS  AREA . 


The  District  is  approximately  5^  square  miles  in  area  with 
a 20  mile  coast  line  of  lovely  cliffs  and  beaches.  It  is  divided 
into  l8  parishes ^ with  a population  of  7>750.  Agriculture  is  the 
basic  industry,  mostly  dairy  farming,  while  catering  for  holiday 
makers  plays  a very  important  role  in  the  life  of  the  community. 
Many  of  the  householders  are  engaged  (part-time)  as  outworkers  in 
the  Net  abd  Twine  Industry  based  on  Bridport  Borough. 


Water  supplies. 

The  avera^ge  rainfall  for  the  area  is  34  inches  per  year. 

Because  of  the  complicated  geological  formation,  there  are  very  few 
catchment  areas  in  the  District,  the  principal  being  on  the 
eastern  boundary  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Litton  Cheney  and  Askerswell. 
With  the  exception  of  the  supply  at  Litton  Cheney  which  is  taken  by 
the  Bridport  Water  Works  Company,  there  is  no  other  source  in  the 
District  which  can  give  a sufficient  and  wholesome  supply.  The 
result  is,  that  although  the  majority  of  the  parishes  have  piped 
supplies  either  privately  owned,  or,  owned  by  the  Rural  District 
Council,  because  of  the  shallow  sources  of  these  supplies  and  the 
variable  fluctuation  in  the  yields,  leading  to  frequent  shortages 
in  the  summer  months,  especially  in  the  middle  and  western  areas, 
the  District  cannot  be  said  to  have  a satisfactory  water  supply. 
Efforts  have  been  made  to  improve  several  of  the  local  schemes, 
find  Public  Inquiries  have  been  held  and  sanctions  obtained,  mainly 
on  grounds  of  emergency  rather  than  on  long-term  policy,  with 
however,  the  proviso  that  these  improvements  would  dove-tail  into 
an  area  scheme  when  this  matured. 

As  the  result  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
circular  52/56  regarding  the  grouping  of  water  undertakings,  the 
Council  initiated  a series  of  meetings  between  representatives  of 
the  four  West  Dorset  local  authorities  and  the  Dorset  County  Council, 
to  consider  the  setting  up  of  a West  Dorset  Joint  Water  Board,  A 
report  from  the  County  Public  Health  Engineer  in  which  a case  on 
engineering  grounds  for  the  setting  up  of  a Joint  Unde rtaking_ was 
put  forward.  At  one  of  the  meetings  three  representatives  from  the 
Ministry  attended. 

A Joint  Water  Committee  was  set  up  comprising  the  Borough  of 
Bridport  and  the  Rural  Districts  of  Bridport  end  Beaminster  and  the 
Dorset  County  Council,  Lyme  Regis  Borough  Council  having  decided  to 
go  in  with  the  East  Devon  Water  Board. 

The  Joint  Committee,  through  the  County  Council,  invited  the 
County  Treasurer. to  be  their  financial  adviser  and  he  was  requested 
to  prepare  a report  upon  the  financial  implications  of  the  formation 
of  a Water  Board. 

In  the  light  of  this  report,  the  Joint  Committee  advised  their 
respective  authorities  that  a Vifater  Board  to  be  known  as  the  West 
Dorset  Water  Board,  should  be  set  up  in  the  area. 

With  the  consent  of  the  constituent  authorities,  a Draft  Water 
Order  for  the  formation  of  a Water  Board  was  drawn  up  by  the  Clerk 
to  the  Joint  V/ater  Committee  in  consultation  with  the  Clerk  and 
Treasurer  of  the  County  Council. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  West  Dorset  Water  Board  should  come  into 
operation  in  October,  1958. 
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Approximately  3,  5OO  persons  take  supplies  from  Public  Mains, 

1.000  receive  supnlies  from  private  Undertakings  and 'the  remaining 

3.000  rely  on 'shallow  wells  and  springs  of  doubtful  quality  and 
insufficient  quantity. 

The  Council  supply  Oliarmouth,  Puncknowle,  Shipton  Oorge 
and  parts  of  Askerswell  villages,  while  the  following  supplies 
are  privately  owned,  apart  from  Bridport  Water  Works  Oompany  Ltd. , 
which  is  a Statutory  Water  Undertaking.

This  Oompccny,  in  addition  to  supplying  the  Borough  of  Bridport, 
also  supplies  in  the  Rural  District,  Vne  parishes  of  Bothenhampton, 
Bradpole,  Burton  Bradstock,  Litton  Cheney,  and  parts  of  Aldington 
and  Symondsbury,  although  their  Statutory  area  also  includes  the 
parishes  of  Loders  and  ST^rj^re.  Approximately  2,500  persons  out  of 
a total  of  4>000  in  the  Statutory  a.rea,  receive  Company *s  water 
including  25O-3OO  dependent  on  standpipes.  In  connection  with  the 
proposed  Puncknowle  Water  Scheme,  the  Rural  Co-uncil  have  been  given 
permission  by  the  Company  to  supply  part  of  the  parish  of  Swyre. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Water  Works  Campany*s  Engineer  for  his 
co-operation  in  exchanging  anaJyses,  reports  and  discussions  on 
problems  connected  with  water  supplies.

Existing  Supplies. 

These  have  not  altered  since  they  were  described  in  previous 
Reports . 

During  the  year  descaling  of  mains  on  the  Oharmouth  supply 
between  Fernhill  Orobs-roads  and  the  reservoir ^and  reservoir 
and  New  Inn  and  Lower  Sea  Lane, was  completed  aJid  I7  major  leaks 
were  located  and  repaired  both  during  and  after  descaling,  A 
3'’  A.  0.  main  was  laid  across  the  Oharmouth  new  bridge.  A tender 
for  the  relaying  of  mains  in  Higher  Sea  Lane  and  extension  to 
Mrs  Orapper's  estate  was  approved  by  the  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year 
and  now  awaits  Ministry  approval.  In  October,  the  Council  approached 
the  East  Devon  Water  Board  for  a bulk  supply  to  augment  the  Oharmouth 
supply;  this  is  still  under  discussion. 

At  Loders,the  Council  ov/n  a spring  adjoining  their  Wellplot 
Housing  Estate.  This  spring  yields  over  30j000  g,p.d.  . 

A Public  Inquiry  was  held  at  Puncknowle  on  16/7/1957  regarding 
the  proposed  water  scheme  to  supply  the  villages  of  Puncknov/le 
Swyre  and  West  Bexington.  The  scheme  envisages  the  construction 
of  a 30,000  gallon  capacity  reservoir  and  the  laying  of  3'*  diameter 
asbestos  mains.  The  result  of  this  Inquiry  is  still  awaited. 

In  Shipton  Corge,  one  half  square  mile  including  the  village, 
with  approximately  I90  persons  in  62  houses/is  supplied  by  the 
Council's  scheme  completed  at  the  end  of  195^.  This  supply  is 
from  a 6"  diameter  130  feet  deep  borehole^ yielding  5j 500  g, p.d. 
which  is  pumped  by' an  electric  submersible  pump  to  a 15,000  ‘ 

gallons  capacity  reservoir.  The  average  consumption  was  only  10 
gallons  per  hea.d  of  population  per  day,  but  this  will  increase  as 
modernisation  of  the  cottages  proceeds. 

At  Whitchurch  the  Surveyor  reported  that  he  had  made  a survey 
with  a view  to  implimenting  the  existing  insufficient  supply  but 
could  not  find  sufficient  waiter  for  this  purpose. 

At  'Wootton  Fitzpaine  the  proposal  for  augmentation  was  deferred 
owing  to  the  financial  crisis. 

In  connection  with  the  proposed  area  scheme^  a trial  borehole 
was  commenced  in  November  at  Litton  Cheney. 

Water  Shortage. 

Severe  water  shortages  were  experienced  betv/een  June  and 
October  in  Chamrouth,  Stanton  St.  Gabriel  and  West  Bexington, 
and  the  Council  were  obliged  to  haul  water  to  these  villages. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

As  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  District  is  not 
satisfactorily  sev;ered  and  all  the  streams  are  receiving  crude 
sev/age  from  the  villages  through  which  they  flow ^ especially  at 
Charmouth,  Ohideock,  Symondsbury,  Bradpole,  Puncknowle  and  Walditch. 

The  Council  realising  this  serious  position  have  commenced  tackling 
the  problem.  In  195^  they  completed  the  sewering  of  Shipton  Gorge 
and  this  year  ha.ve  completed  the  sewering  of  Burton  Bradstock.  A 
scheme  for  Charmouth  hcas  received  approval  from  the  Ministry  as  has  also 
one  for  Puncknowle.  The  Council  have  also  decided  to  go  ahead  with 
the  preparation  of  schemes  for  Walditch  and  Litton  Cheney.  A 
preliminary  scheme  for  Cliideock  has  been  deferred  because  of  shortage 
of  water,  and  one  for  partial  sewering  of  Loders  village  has  also 
been  deferred. 


Public  Cleansing:. 


A monthly  collection  of  refuse  and  salvage  at  present  operates, 
indestructible  household  refuse  only  being  collected.  This  scheme 
is  operated  by  three  men  using  a 3/4  Bedford  lorry  with  trailer. 
Refuse  is  dumped  into  old  quarries  at  Bennett’s  Hill,  Burton 
Bradstock,  and  Litton  Cheney. 

In  November,  the  Council  agreed  to  the  introduction  of  a 
fortnightly  collection  including  ashes,  for  the  parishes  east 
of  Symondsbury-Chideook  parish  boundary.  Unfortunately  a similar 
scheme  will  not  be  put  into  operation  for  the  western  parishes  of 
the  District  because  of  the  inability  to  find  a site  for  refuse 
disposaJL^  sites  have  been  earmarked  but  have  been  turned  down 
through  one  cause  or  another,

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PRISVALENCE  OF,  AKD  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


Apart  from  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  the  incidence  of 
Notifiable  infeebious  Diseases  was  fairly  low. 

Five  of  the  ten  oases  of  Pneumonia  occurred  in  persons  over 
60  years  of  age. 

There  were  two  cases  of  paralytic  Poliomyelitis,  in  a mother 
and  son. 

Over  half  the  cases  of  Measles  occurred  ai'nong  infant  school 
children,  and  this  also  applied  to  Whooping  Cough.  Three  of  the 
parents  of  Whooping  Cough  cases  also  developed  the  dise0.se. 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified. 

The  two  cases  of  Ncn-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurred  in  persons 
over  40  years  of  age. 

Close  co-operation  was  maintained  with  Head  Teachers  and  School 
Nurses  regarding  the  control  of  Infectious  Diseases  in  schools. 

Immunisation.  (Diphtheria.  Whooping  Cough,  Smallpox,  Poliomyelitis) . 

This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Dorset  County  Council. 

When  not  performed  by  the  child's  own  doctor,  immunisation  is  given 
at  the  schools  and  Child  Welfare  Centres.  67  children  were  given  their 
primary, and  68_ reinforcing  inoculations  against  Diphtheria;  oO, their 
primary’ and  I6, reinforcing  inoculations  against  Whooping  Cough;  60^ 
their  primary  and  4 reinforcing  vaccinations  against  Smallpox,  and 
310  were  given  their  primary  vaccinations  against  Poliomyelitis. 

B.C.C.  Vaccin0.tion  against  Tuberculosis. 

The  County  Council  are  also  responsible  for  this  vaccination. 
Children  aged  I3  years  are  tested  and  when  necessary,  are  vaccinated 
against  Tuberculosis,  These  children  are  tested  and  immunised  at  the 
schools  which  they  e.re  attending.
